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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph, of 35 U.S. C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 5 and 7 are identical to claim 1 since neither 
claim 5 nor claim 7 further limits claim 1 . Correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 5-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Axelrod et al taken with or without Wang (6,455,083, col.3, lines 31-40). Applicant 
is referred to paragraph no. 5, Paper No. 072104 and to paragraph no. 3, Paper No. 
063005. 

5. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Axelrod et' 
al taken with or without Wang as applied to claims 1-3 and 5-20 above, and further in 
view of Gluck et al. Applicant is referred to paragraph no. 6, Paper No. 072104. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed January 1 1 , 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The chicken powder in Axelrod et al obviously has less than 20% 
moisture, as claimed by applicant, since powder is a naturally dry component. 
Applicant's powdered vegetable starch does not provide any patentable distinction over 
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the starch used in Axelrod et al (col. 2, line 23) especially since the starch in Axelrod et 
al becomes dried following the injection molding performed in Axelrod et al wherein the 
moisture content of the pet chew is reduced to as low as 5% (col. 3, lines33-37). 
Additionally, Axelrod et al may use both a copolymer and a starch in preparing the pet. 
chew composition therein, according to col.2, lines 23-26 and col. 5, line 59. 

Although Gluck et al's pet treat may be primarily vegetarian, as applicant argues, 
meat protein may also be included therein (col. 1 , line 63). As such, Gluck et al is 
properly combinable with Axelrod et al for the concept of including cartilage powder in a 
pet chew.
